Thai the corporation of tho city of Vic- 
tori* wero placed In a very carious pofliryn 
by tlie Into decision of tliu Chief J untie v, 
wu certainly were incliricJ lo tliink, in com- 
mon we suppose with the ^roalor portion oT 
the municipality, and \re aro free to confasa 
tint in our opinion unless tho Legislature 
hat] come forward to help them out of iho 
dilemma lo which they wore placed by that 
decision, the Mayor und Council would, un- 
der the ruling of the Chief Justice, liuve been 
liable to penalties for having illegally col- 
lected tuxes, and being under Uie judgment of 
Ihe court, deprived of nil revenue, were for 
nil practical purposes powerless. We have 
never for one moment changed our opinion 
on these points, but very fortunately for our 
incorporated city, Ihe Legislature have come 
to the assistance of the Council, und have 
secured them against all penalties and indem- 
nified them from all consequences which 
might have resulted from the decision of the 
Supreme Court, which, ignoring tho power 
of the Legislature; or hopelessly confound- 
ing it with its right to frame laws and dole- 
gate powers for particular objects, assumed to 
itself a jurisdiction never heretofore exer- 
. cisod by any court "f law. Our morning 
contemporary assumes the non-existence of 
a corporation ut tho preseut time in the city, 
which is more than the Chief Justica by his 
judgment attempted to assert. Tho judge 
has never gone so far as to say that the In- 
corporation Act is void, nor can we conceive 
it possible that he would so utterly set the 
government of the country at defiance, as to 
ddo'ara tlmt nu Act passed by bulb branches 
of Hie Legislature, uud assented to by the 
Governor, is of no eHVct, and tho samu 
reasoning would prevent any man who uu- 
deistands the principles of the liritish Con- 
stitution, from saying that the Legislature 
had no power to delegate rights of taxation 
to another. They might have done wrong in 
exMcising that power, but they most unques- 
tionably tlid execute it, and it is not for ihose 
•whoso duly it is lo interpret and administer 
the law as they find it, to say that the Lfgis- 
Inture have exceeded their powers. The 
Councillors are charged with bringing the 
Supreme Coul into contempt, and the Execu 
tive with combining with them to aid tli«m 
in the same ol.jeet. To us it appears to be 
more consonant with the truth, trial those 
who adVuoate the right of tho Supreme 
Court to.urrogale to itself tho power ol decid 
ing wheth r or nut the laws pussed in the 
colony nro right or wrong, are doing much 
more to bring the authority of the court iuto 
disrepute. Because Mr. Cameron lias ruled 
that a prohibition in the particular case 
brought before him should issue, it by no 
means follows that he assumes n right 
to deny the right of the corporation to exer- 
cise any of the functions conferred on the 
Mayor and Council by the Incorporation Act, 
for whether or not t ho persons resident with- 
in the incorporated city woro themselves in- 
corporated, distinct power is given to the 
council, (to whoFC government and control, 
subject to the provisions of the Inoorporu, 
lion Act, the city is expressly committed.) to 
make ordinances and by-laws, and more es- 
pecially to diroct in what manner funds re- 
quired for municipal purposes shall be raised. 
If the argument that the hmls and not the 
persons occupying them, wero incorporated, 
by the first clause of the Incorporation Act, 
wero worth considering, it is completely 
nnswered by clause II, which incorporates 
the Mayor ami Council as the governing 
body of the city, and confers full powers 
upon them as such governing body ; to say 
therefore that the city i3 nnipoornoraled i« 
simply nn assertion, and not even an argu- 
mentative fact. 

We are unwilling to tliin'c that our con- 
temporary is wilfully misleading the publio 
and inciting the citizens to resist the action 
of tho Mayor and Council, without due re- 
flection, but when wc are seriously told that 
" the men who have been summoned und cast 
in costs may enter their action to-morrow," 
we cannot assume that ignorance of the 
Common law which the commonest legal 
hand bookoon corporations would have taught, 
can have led to snuli an assertion, and wo 
can only imagiuo tint tho power of the legis- 
lature ,to constitute a corporation is again 
being denied. Our contemporary must be 
nw.u'3 that in England uo action will lie 
against any member of a municipal corpo- 
ration for nets done in the execution ol his 
supposed duty as a member of such corpora- 
tion', unless one mouths notice in writing 
shall bo given to the defendant before tho 
commencement ol such action, and wc have 
yet to ioarn that such a rule dies riot apply 
in this colony. Fortunate indeed is it for 
tho city,' that such is din case, for were it 
otherwise, we have doubtloss many amongst 
us unscrupulous enough to take legal pio. 
oeedings, although in the very face of ads 
passing through the legislature which when 
passed will uonlrovert all such attempts. 

Our contemporary accuses us of not going 
into the legal merits of this question. Wc 

must confess that to do so seems rather 
useless, O.ir legislature have passed n 
law incorporating the City of Victoria. 
Our Chief Justice being called upon 
to interpret ihe statute of incorporation 
by his j ulgment on a particular question of 
the p .wer vested in ihe Council lo levy tax 
cs, gives Decision to some to ny that the 
corporation does nut in faut exist, not that 
tlie bare statement put an end to the functions 
and legal existence of tlie Corporation, hut il 
the dicturi ol the chief justice ol the colony 
is lo be taken as law, no matter whether or 
not it is repugnant to or in contravention of 
the acts of 'the legislature, hero is at once an 
end to all legal argument ; the chief justice 
has but to go one step furthe-, and to ignore 
the power of the legislature " to prevent any 
further into. Terence with the operation of 
the Victoria Incorporation Act," and be- 
hold the function i of the legislature 
cease, Sir James Douglas and the members 
of both Houses become private genlloinen 
noain and the legislative power succumb i to 
and merges io the judicial. Very right it is 
to uphold tho judges of the laud and support 
them, when their decisions are in accordance 
with law and justice, but when, as in the in- 
stance before ss, a judge by his decision 
controverts the intention of the legislature, 
and necessitates the passing of a bill to pre- 
vent interference with nets passed by the 
Legislature, it is timo for the public to speak 
oat, and to say whether tho Governor and 
Parliament shall rule, or whether a chief 
justice, sitting a» a dictator, shall make tho 
Ivw* us well as adjudicate upon them. 

Wo have far too much respect for Mr. 
Cameron to believe it possible that lie would 
assume si utterly false a position as he would 
place binwell in, "ore ho to ignore the nets 
Which the Legislature may p ass to strengthen 
the hands of the Corporation. We cannot 
for one moment believe that he would go so 
far as our eotottiporat-J would have him; 
buUbo law of the question, if it is to have its 
with tho Chief Justice as well as its

interpretation, can hardly be luken into con- 
sideration. Unless it lie conceded that the 
Governor, by and with the t anient of the 
Legislative Council and Assembly of Van- 
couver Island, have power to enact laws, we 
cannot fairly enter into a discuss! n on the 
legal points of the question. If this poini 
be ouce ceded, then we cannot conceive that 
there is much room in doubt that a by-law, 
passed pursuant to an act of the Lcgislalun 
duly submitted to the Municipal vole pur- 
suant to the same act, and curled by n 
majority of more than seven to one, is legal, 
valid, arid binding, and that all who are de 
faullers in paying their municipal liceriis< 
taxes wi I find this to their cost to be tbi 
law, we entertain not tho smallest doubt. 

With regard to the other abs»lutely lat: 
objection to the assessment of the real cstiu 
tax, darkly hinted at in tho first ailicle ef ih 
Chronicle, but more fully explained, as vrt 
i oppose, in the second article, wo mint admit 
that if the Clerk transmitted to His Excel- 
lency a defective copy of the by-law passed 
by the Council on the tilth December, it was 
a gross act of carelessness in a matter of si 
much moment, but to have attempted to 
remedy that error by sending another copy 
would have been worse. The only propto 
course was to make Ihe document originally 
sent a true copy. The sending an incorrcc 
copy to the Governor would nut hnvovitm- 
ted the by-law. No "legal practitioner" in the 
world can hold the opinion that a clerical 
error in a copy vitiates the deed itself. Our 
Contemporary Biuiis up his judgment on the 
Corporation by declaring that ''to-day il is 
kno.rn that there is no legul Mayor or Coun- 
cil in Victoria," and yet tho judgment of the 
Chief Justice was given a fortnight ago. 
Has the Cironicln taken all the intervening 
time to arrive at the gist of the judgment, and 
al last found it to he fatal to the Corporation 
as a body 1 or was tho decision wanting in 
force until it received the ratificition of the 
able pen of our cotemporary T Who can tell 
if the Chonkli so wills it, that we shull not 
wake uj) some morning lo find that " to-day" 
our constitutional government, Houso of As- 
sembly, and every other component part of it 
has seined to exist?

MURDER AT PORT LUDLOW, W. T. 

A passenger who nrrivod yesterday from the 
Sound on the steamer Elizi Antiunion lias 
famished us with tho following particulars 
of an alrooioua inutdet com milled at Port 
Ludlow : 

Dutwoen midnight and'ono o'clock on 
Christmas morning a carpenter Darned Kelly, 
who bad been employed on liiu mill, was in 
tlio l'ort Ludlow Hotel, when some, disturb- 
ance arose at the gambling table. The land- 
lord, Mr. Brunn, requested lielly to luava 
the place, which he refused to do, and opon 
the landlord proceeding to eject him, Kelly 
stabbed him in tho nbUmen with a loug- 
bladed knife. 'I bo weapon penetrated through 
the poor man's entrails, severing the lower 
portion of his liver and cnlcrin^ his kidneys, 
lie lell into the arms of a man named John 
Corn is b, bleeding profusaly. A boat was 
despatched to Pert Tovrnsend for a physic- 
ian ami to VVhidby Island for Ilia wife ami 
child. Dr. O'Brien reached tho spot in thr 
altetnoon ami immediately declared the easo 
hopeless. Mr. Briinn expired on the following 
morning, having previously made his will. 
His Wjfa and child arrived after be hud 
breathed bis last. Tim body was placed in u 
plunger and conveyed lo Port Fownsond, 
where a posl-uiertom examination and inquest 
was held am! a verdict of wilful murder was 
returned against Kelly, the jury expressing a 

desire that he should havo no further trial. 
It was only at Ihe dying man's urgent request 
that tho populace were restrained from in- 
flicting summary vengeance upon the culprit 
nt L'ort Ludlow. Kelly rvai secured and 
would await his trial. He betrayed little or 
no remorse at tbo atrocity o! tho deed, ami 
remarked that hi did not know why he 
■tabbed Mr. Bfunn, as ho meant to wreak 
vengeance on a man called " Poker Jack.' 
Tho instrument ol death, which ho coolly 
drew from the bleeding man's body and wiped 
on hid hands, bore signs ol having been just 
sharpened.

Port Town.se.no, Dec. 23, 1863. 

Kditok British Colonist, .Sir — As the 
holidays are at hand, I presume you would 
like to heur from this city, famous by ils 
being in times past blockaded by the orders 
of Victor Smith, so I take tne liberty of drop- 
ping you a few " Sound" items. News hav- 
ing arrived hero that uu accident of terrible 
import had occurred at Port Angelos, nu- 
merous were the reflections cast upon V. 
Smith, wishing that he had been crushed 
beneath the ruins. Sympathy here for the 
sufferers at Poll Angelos was below p:ir, re- 
joicing appearing to be uppermost in tbo 
thoughts ol ihe people, that tho custom house 
would bo removed back to this placer- 
Christmas eve came round, and with it a nu- 
merous class of the dancing fraternity (arriv- 
ed, who assembled at the Masonic Hall, 
and there enjoyed themselves hugely, in 
tripping the light fantastic toe. Among 
tho number, gayest among the gay, wss 
our quondam friend, Lieutenant Jester, who 
is now recruiting at this plnco lor l lie 
volunteer service, and ulso o.ir old friend 
Fowler and deputy marshal Brown of Poit 
Angelos. At a late hour tho company patted 
in high gleo. News has arrived that a mur- 
der had been committed at l'ort Ludlow; a 
gentleman by tho uume of Hruuu hud beeu 
stabbed by a drunken man. On Christmas 
night tho body arrived in this town and also 
tbo murderer, ho having been apprehended 
and placed in charge of SheriU' Armstrong 
al tho staliou. A great deal of excitement 
existed, and loud talk n as hoard aboul lynch- 
ing the murderer, but be. lor counsels pre- 
vailed and no attempt was nude to violate 
ilia law. Nuws was also brought in that a 
man had just been shot on Wbiddy Island 
with a shot gun, nearly destroying his fnco 
with shot. On Sunday a post mortem ex- 
amination was held upon the bod" of Mr. 
Brunn by Doctors Obri-m and Coon, und on 
Monday the Masonic fraternity loot charge 
of the body and bured il in accordance 
with the ancient usages ol ilia order, 
n largo number of the fraternity be- 
ing present Irom distant towns. A large 
number of tho citizens turned oul and follow- 
ed the corpse to lho grave, and thoro wit- 
nessed the beautiful and imposing ceremony 
of a Masonic burial. While lho funeral was 
progressing, the murderer was being exam- 
ined bolore lbs Judge of Probate, who com- 
mitted 1a i in to appear at tho dislrict court for 
trial. A great deal of excitement was mani- 
fested by all those presont ; while tin proces- 
sion was marohiug to the gravo, lho war 
steamer Narragansstt passed up tlio Sound, 
lowering her eusigu half mast, in respect to 
the deceased.

Editor British Colonist :-- People in 
England who may wish for information res- 
pecting Vancouver Island or Hrilish Colum- 
Bf> must bo sadly puzzled between the very 

conflicting neeounu occasionally published 
in newspaper correspondence, or by parnpb- 
leteers, and, il unable to obtain intelligence 
from any oilier source, must find it a difficult 
task lo believe anything about llieso Colo- 
nies beyond one fact that such places do 
exist. While on the one hand, very extrava- 
gant and highly colored representations have 
sometimes been made in their favor by par- 
lies interested perhaps in promoting emigra- 
tion, on the other lho most uulruthlul and 
damaging statements have been circulated 
by individuals who having emigrated with 
lOmantin dreams of immense lorlunes await- 
ing them, are startled aud disturbed by the 
first difficulties they meet, and being wholly 
unprepared for sober realities, return in dis- 
gust to the country which their tender natures 
ought never to have left, mid in revenge for 
t e:r disappointment dip their pens in the 
bitterest of gall and rush into print. 

"The climate of British Columbia is ro 
splendid, so msgnifloent, that il is worth a 
journey, and even the dangers ol a journey, 
in order to breathe its pure air and look at its 
brilliant sky. In fuct I don't hesitate to say 
that it must bo the finest climate in tlio 
world,'' writes ono. '-Tho climate of 
British Columbia is undoubtedly bad. The 
iviuters are intenso in thuir extreme cold. 
Man is compelled to flea before thorn, and 
ihe hear tn become inanimate," writes ano- 
ther. "The country is beautiful and fertile, 
containing vast tracts of rich agricultural 
lands, and prairies auffieient to pasture 
countless herds and flocks, with un- 
dulating hills I rightly green, thoir 
grassy oarpots daisied over with 
countless wild flowers. Whfcrovar the soil 
has been cultivated it has been tonod 
highly productive, aud tho vegetables of 
British Columbia are unsurpassed by any in 
trie world," writes ono. "He (the emigrant) 
will find nought but snow clod mountains 
and desolate forests destituto of birds of song, 
and resounding with tho harsh ciies of beasts 
ni proy. A second Siberia, solitary, gloomy, 
inhospitable, a laud unintended lor man," 
writes another. " Tho natives urc mild, do- 
cile, tractable, industrious," writes ono. 
"The savage and bloodthirsty nature of the 
aborigines renders life unsafe lo tbo while 
man as soon as he (puts thu BOlilemOnts. 
The savages are hideous in form, dirty and 
indolent, in their habits, nnd unmatched in 
cunning aud ferocity," writes another. " In 
travelling to Cariboo hotels are lo bo found 
every low miles all along lho road, where 
good meals can always be had at a moderate 
price, and lodging, ax least, if not solt beds, 
bo found every night," writes one. " Men 
unshod, unclothed, subsisted on tho bark of 
a peculiar pine during a journey of 400 
miles, in a most wild country, wilb a pitiless 
climate and still more pitiless associates," 
writes another. " Hrilish Columbia contains 
the finest gold liulds in lho world. Besides 
lho almost fabulous fortunes which wero 
realized by some miners, few claims yielded 
less than from S50 lo S100 a day lu the hand. 
I heard of cases in which gold wn« literally 
taken out of the creek in spadefuls," -.Miles 
one. "Out of 20,0(10 men who visited British 
Columbia last year ul least Hit out of every 
100 lo«t not only everything they had, but 
many their lives from hunger and want. 
What has become of these 20,000 emigrants! 
The bleached bones of many alone remain in 
Biitish Columbia,'' writes Veritas. 

Vancouver Island and British Columbia 
must be better known in England before n 
healthful stream of immigration ol ihe right 
clnss ol men will set in. Can anything bo 
done to promote this object ? The Capo 
Colony, Port Natal, thu Australian Colonies 
and New Zealand have, or havo bad, their 
agents al home to diffuse reliable information, 
and to promote the interests ol their respec- 
tive colonies. Why should these colonies be 
unrepresented ? If a well-known ami well- 
quulitied man, properly accredited, woru ap- 
pointed to such an office, even though only lo 
ael lor a bhort period, tho expense would soon 
bo repaid a hundred fold in the benefits ro- 
sultiiu: Irom his labors. Throughout Great 
Britain the subject of emigration is one of in- 
terest, and men aro to be found in every town 
anxious to obtain information upon which 
they can depend to guide them in selecting n 
colony for their future home, An agent from 
these colonies able to givo a viva voce des- 
cription of them, and lo ad vocate their claims 
beiore a public audience, would certainly tie 
well receivcl, und his influence, if faithfully 
exerted, would soon be felt here in tho i' llux 
of tho men and the capital which are so in- 
dispensable lo our progress, and to the deve- 
lopment of the resources of the country. 

STILL MORE COPPER. 

Nanaimo, De«. 2r!, 18G:J. 
Editor British Colonist — ^ir: A party 
of experienced miners have just arrived here 
from a prospecting tour on the North Went 
coast with some rich specimens of copper 
ore. From a vein of copper on ibis side of 
Qunlicuni, the tidiest specimens Lave bean 
obtained, and when r> grniit ol land lias been 

obtnined it will be thoroughly prospected, 
and one of Ibe party will proceed lo Victoria 
lo form a company. The miners are well 
known ut Nanaimo nnd nro fully competent 
from experience to undertake the working 
of tho lead, being all practical miners, and 
having been similarly engaged at Lake Su- 
perior, aud other places working copper. 

Exciting Times in Nicaragua — Narrow 
E'iCaps cf tho Ex President. 

Lieut. Smith of the Saginaw, writing from 
S.m Juan del Sud, by tho last steamer, fur- 
nishes us with the following account nt late 
events in Nicaragua : 

" 1 am going to tell you an adventnra. 
Barrios, tho President of this Republic, has 
been hunted like a wild beast through this 
country for the last six weeks, and Ibey bad 
orders to shoot him on sight. Having gol 
acquainted with his wife and family here, a 
vnry nice lady, we all took an interest in her, 
aud as our own Captain said he could not 
protect him, tho friends of Barrios in this 
place sent for tno and asked if f would help 
to get him olf. I told them, certainly. So 
one night they got him in town, anil gave a 
ball and asked our officers to il. We nil 
went — that is, all the ward-room officers — 
and we all carried revolvers. The President 
is a man us large as I am, and one of bis legs 
is perfectly useless, on account of a seveto 
wound. When everything was ready, I took 
tho President on my right arm about half a 
mile through the streets. The-e were guards 
stationed at every comer, looking out for 
him, as there was a reward of $3,000 on bis 
head. Al! tlio officers kept aruund me, in 
case of a fight. I was the only man in the 
party whe was strong enough to support him, 
and get along through lho streets. A boat 
Iroin the English frigate Sotlej was in wait- 
ing for him and he embarked in it. His wife 
had given him up for lost. 1 promised lier to 
savo him if I could, and, thank Ood I wo did 
it. His Secretary (Lusalls is his name) we 
dressed up as n sailor, nnd got him aboard of 
our ship Ho ulso went on the English Irig- 
ato. He wa3 sentenced to be shot, ton.'' — 
Alio California. 

Village Lira ik Russia — "The houses of 
tho peasants are all constructed ol wood, and 
their great enemy is lire. To guard against 
its ravages, in somo of the villages I saw 
painted on the houses, here a bucket, there a 
ladder, thou an axe, and so on — those being 
the different implemsnts which the occupiers 
aro bound to have ready, and to bring with 
them on the alarm ol lire boiug given. As 
education is rather r. scarca commodity 
iimong tho working classes, these symbols 
ard used us u substitute for writing, which 
would be Useless. In each villuge, liowevor 
small, there is usually a chapel. This build- 
ing contains a pieiure of the Saiiour and 
Virgir, and is opened only onoo a year by the 
priest, tbo day on which ho does so being a 
lixed one, and kept in the annual fe'e-day of 
tho village. The people nre not allowed to 
go into the building, but stand outside 
worshipping. The men rarely puss it with- 
out taking off their hats and crossing them- 
selves. — Moor's Visit lo Unsaid.
